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Ho believe that Gohlon is chiefly motivated by a doairo for 
personal success and poreonal security, a sense of duty, patriotism, and 
a f gar of and hatred for ContnmvL'sa* These characteristics are cocoon to 
many former German officers, but in Cehlon's case they play a singularly 
important role. He ia intensely and self -consciously "ideological" in 
his outlook. A surprising amount of his time is devoted to reading and 
discussing social, political, moral and religious issues. He keeps himself 
very well informed. Unfortunately, hio lack of academic training deprives 
him of critical Judgment, tilth the result that he is some times taken in by 
those warmed-over and carefully gartdslwd varii'.tions of fascism, corporate 
democracy, and tho like, so popular in Western Europe at the . present time. 

Tib suspect that his decision to save Ids organization by collab- 
oration with tl» Sfestern Allies (taken before the,end of the war) and his 
subsequent position as the leader of a German organization, acting on behalf 
of tho Americans, lurre had a lot to do with tho cc volopaont of Ida strong 
ideological bent. Tie has had to justify his position to tho Americans, to 
the Gomans who work under him and to himself , 

The politioal position widch he has worked out io. quite unexcep- 
tional despite the occasional flaws noted above, do professes to stand 
for a united Western Europe built around a Franco-German axis, for collaboration 
with England and tho United States, for social reform but not sccialisa, 
for the review of such occupation and postwar “in justices 5 , as weu crises 
trials and some aspects of denazification. He does not favor the remili- 
tarization of Germany, except as a part of Heatorn Earopeaa defenses , In 
the Intelligence field, he believes that a email, country ouch as Germany 
should have a urdfiod service. 

The question now remains whether, once in office, Gehlcn would 
servo the interacts of tho government and remain loyal to the Western 
Allies. It is our firm opinion that he would aorve Adenauer loyally. As 
an officer, ho is extremely well disciplined and has & strong respect for 
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proporly constituted authority* He iu iiorrificd by the romantic nationalise 
and indiscreet behavior of somo of Ida former colleagues* He la not one to /\ 
become involved in the cabala of officers and senior bureaucrats* He ia 
cautious in politioal natters to a fault* 

»<e think ha will take direction well* Ho la a nan of independent 
mind, more by farce of circumstances tluxn by choice* Adenauer and other 
senior German officials t<±1I experience no difficulty in hrndling him. 

He will cot bo an American or Allied puppet in office* If he 
thinks that it ie in the German interest to resist tto Allies, he will 
attempt to do so* We are convinced, however, that he ia <*ii*oar*ly interested 
in harmonious cooporaiion between the Qeraann md the Eastern Allies, and 
that ho is capable of rising above petty dogmatism \dien the broad issues 
at stake are properly pro stated to him* % have always found him to be 
tractable* 

Wo believe that he will try to avoid becoming involved in party 
7 politics* This dwa not mean that he is indifferent to politics but, 
t rather, that he is ambitious only , as an intelligence official* A review of 
his record shows that his most impressive trait is his ability to s urvi ve 
the storms ' around him in this capacity* During the war be managed to keep 
his organisation intact and relatively uiuiiaturbed despite the furious 
vendetta which developed between tho Abwahr under Canaria and. the HdHA 
under Kaltanhr umer * The defeat of the Abwshr left Qehlen untouched although 
he -certainly was a Canaria man* In.lJ&S, Qshlon converted usroany 1 a defeat 
into \an intelligence alliance tdth the Acerioons in abort orders In working 
with us under the occupation, Qehlen has node no secret of his de sir e to 
survive the end of the occupation os the head of an important intelligence 
activity* 

One final word. Qehlen is an intelligence operator* Tho means 
he employs to achieve his ends are not always strad^t-forward* Like all 
other operators of any importance, he hsa a high regard for the security 
of Ido own operations and will lie like a gentleman, if need bo#
